The 
program was attended by some 
of the leading Bishops of the 
Church as well as some of 
Mississippi’s most outstanding 
civil servants. The program 
began around 11:00 A. M. The 
invocation was given by the first 
assistant Presiding Bishop of the 
Church of God in Christ. The 
reading of Scriptures was by 
Bishop Wyoming Wells, 
Vice-President of the Board of 
Trustees. Some of the special 
guest included Dr. Woodrow 
Clark, Mayor John W. Moses of 
Lexington, Mississippi, Mrs. 
Fannie Cothran, Vice Mayor of 
Lexington and the Governor of 
Mississippi.

As always the highlight of the 
program was the address given 
by Bishop J. O. Patterson, 
Presiding Bishop of the Church 
of God in Christ.

Through her leadership 
“Saints College has developed 
from the status of a one 
teacher school in a diminutive 
church basement with an 
enrollment of five small children 
over fifty-five years ago to an 
institution, and an enrollment of 
four hundred. 


More than fifteen modern 
buildings equipped with modern 
facilities comprise the physical 
plant operating on 350 acres of 
campus.

It is no wonder that some girls 
grow up hating men or being 
afraid of men. When they see 
how their fathers acted, it is 
sometimes difficult for them to 
trust men. If a daughter sees her 
father acting like a brutal animal 
around the house, fighting and 
forcing and terrorizing, then she 
may feel safer around women 
than around men. Be careful 
about the impressions you make 
on your children. Be careful 
about what you put into their 
minds. Be careful about what 
you say and how you act. 
Childhood impressions can 
sometimes determine lifetime 
behavior. Also, you should be 
careful about your children’s 
associations. Many boys and girls 
tend toward homosexuality 
because of childhood 
experiences. An older man can 
molest a girl, or an older woman 


a boy, and cause the child to 
have a great fear of normal 
sexual relations. Or, an 
experienced homosexual can 
often start a child down a road 
of homosexuality from which 
the child cannot turn. Watch 
your children, be careful about 
those who are around them. Or 
even more important, warn your 
children about these dangers. 


To be a homosexual is one thing, 
but what is supremely wicked 
and evil is for a homosexual to 
capitalize on the innocense and 
ignorance of younger persons 
and children for his or her 
satisfaction. If you are that way, 
and intend to stay that way, that 
is no reason to drag some 
innocent child in that direction. 
Warn them if you can. Even the

But homosexuality has a 
spiritual and moral dimension 
too, and we are going to talk 
about that for awhile. 


It is only one of the 
consequences of man’s 
independance from God. 
“Religious confusion leads to 
ethical chaos.” (Thielicke) When 
men are separated from God, 
they become separated from 
themselves, and their 
relationships with one another 
become perverted.
